FARMERS are facing a potential cri¬ 
sis after the National Farmers Union 
termed this summer’s harvest as the 
worst in living memory. 

Bad weather has seen crops left standing in 
fields more than three weeks later than planned 
with farmers feeling the fall force of the ill winds 
on their bank balance. 

Chairman of Kent NFU, Kevin Attwood, of 
Downcourt Farm, Doddington, said farmers faced 
a tough time as the delayed harvest, coupled with 
rising costs, meant little money would be made 
from this year’s crop. 

Mr Attwood said: “It really has been an 
extremely disappointing year. My father is 82 and 
he can’t remember a worse harvest. It’s rained 
almost every other day through August and there 
just hasn’t been enough sun to dry the grain out.” 

Drying adds additional costs to the harvesting 
process, with famers having to pay to dry the wet 
crops in commercial dryers which blow hot air 
over batches of grain. 

This adds about £5 per tonne to the cost of 
readying the grain for sale, and with rising ener¬ 
gy costs this already expensive option has become 
more costly still. 

Yet the longer crops such as wheat are left in 
fields, the lower the quality of the eventual yield. 
Mould and other pests attack the plants and ren¬ 
der them suitable only for producing animal feed, 
as opposed to premium uses such as bread and 
biscuit making. 

This loss of the quality premium costs farmers 
between £5-£20 per tonne, a serious loss in the 
face of rising costs associated with growing the 
crops in the first place, and the lower price of grain 
in general, which is down 40 per cent on last year. 

The disastrous harvest this year will also have

Bosses say the station will maintain 
‘all’ existing local programmes, pre¬ 
sented by local DJs, amid fears there 
would be more nationwide networked 
shows shared by all the Heart sta¬ 
tions up and down the country. 

Simplify 

Neil Webster, managing director of 
Invicta FM and Gold, said: “This 
development is important for the 
future strength of Invicta FM. 

“Commercial radio is consolidating 
to ensure it is a strong competitor 
to the BBC and we will continue to 
provide our listeners and advertisers 
with an first-rate local station, sup¬ 
ported by the largest owner of com¬ 
mercial radio in Britain. 

“The change to Heart will be 
progressive, and we will take our 
listeners and advertisers with us 
throughout this process.” 

Invicta FM launched in 1984 from 
studios in Station Road East, 
Canterbury. Originally called Invicta 
Sound, it then was renamed Invicta 
Radio before switching to Invicta FM. 

In 1991 it switched from 
Canterbury to studios on the John 
Wilson Industrial Estate in 
Chestfield, Whitstable. 

Initiated by Global Radio’s chief 
executive Ashley Tabor, the plan is

an impact next season. 

Mr Attwood said: “There’s also the 
knock on effect on next year’s crops. 
Rape should have been in the ground 
by September 5 and about now people 
should be planting wheat. 

‘We are passed the optimum time, 
but farmers will have to keep plug¬ 
ging away to get the job done. 

“This may have an effect on the 
yield next year, but that depends very 
much on the year. No one can tell you 
if the weather is going to be better 
next season.” 

Farmers are now hoping for dry 
weather for the rest of the week so 
they can complete their harvests and 
salvage what is left of the crops.

Speed camera

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A conflict of 
interests sees 
trio in trouble 

THREE councillors have been 
found guilty of failing to declare an 
interest about a planning issue. 

Cllrs Robert Baxter, John Disney 
and Thomas English ought to have 
said at a parish council meeting 
they had properties which would 
be affected by the development 
of affordable housing on neighbour¬ 
ing land. 

Mikes Hawkins, Swale council’s 
senior solicitor, said in his report 
that there was “potential of some 
form of development on the back 
doorsteps of the three members” 
and they did not declare any per¬ 
sonal interests when they should 
have done so. 

The councillors said as the agen¬ 
da item for the meeting on May 27 
last year was about the content of 
a letter suggesting the land 
for housing, rather than the merits 
of the site, there was no conflict of 
interest. 

The council’s standards commit¬ 
tee will now consider its next step. 

Cllr English resigned from 
Lynsted with Kingsdown parish 
council in June and Cllr Disney, 
who was also Swale’s executive 
portfolio holder for the environ¬ 
ment, died in August after a long 
battle with cancer. 


Measles threat 
prompts new 
MMR jab call 


PARENTS are being urged to get 
their children immunised against 
measles in a bid to prevent an out¬ 
break of the illness. 

The call comes at the start of the 
latest school term and amid 
concerns it could spread after a 
recent outbreak around a school in 
London. 

A letter has been distributed via a 
number of schools to warn parents of 
the potential dangers if they fail to 
have their children immunised with 
the MMR vaccine. 

About 95 per cent of England’s 
population needs to be vaccinated to 
protect against a widespread out¬ 
break of measles. 

However, in East Kent, the per¬ 
centage of children immunised with 
the MMR jab by their second birth¬ 
day had fallen to 79 per cent in the 
final quarter of 2007. 


Kent is thought to be particularly 
vulnerable to the disease this year 
because of its proximity to London, 
where the MMR uptake is the lowest 
in the country. 

The virus can be highly contagious 
once an outbreak starts. 

Eastern and Coastal Kent PCT 
spokesman Gary Mcfegan said: “The 
MMR vaccine take-up rate is not 
high enough to cancel out the threat 
of a measles outbreak. 

“Measles is a serious illness and in 
some cases it can be fatal. Delaying 
immunisation puts children at risk.” 

Symptoms for measles include: 
fever, conjunctivitis, runny nose, sore 
throat, and a cough. 

The rash appears three to seven 
days after the onset of fever. It begins 
on the face, becomes generalised and 
lasts for four to seven days. The skin 
may flake off as the rash disappears.

CHILDREN “risk their lives every 
day” on the A257 through 
Bramling according to a Cant¬ 
erbury councillor who has accused 
authorities of inactivity in improv¬ 
ing the road’s safety 

Ward councillor Brian Staley, who was him¬ 
self injured in an accident on the road, has 
called for immediate safety measures to be 
introduced, condemning the Joint 
Transportation Board’s “contemptuous view” 
of the issues highlighted by anxious villagers. 

He said: “The road remains a death-trap 
where children risk their lives every day just 
to go to and from school. It could become a 
vibrant community if only the traffic could be 
slowed down. 

“I share the anger and disgust of Bramling 
residents at the contemptuous way the 
authorities have treated them.” 

Bramling straddles the A257 - the main 
road from Sandwich and Deal to Canterbury. 
Cllr Staley has branded it the most dangerous 
approach road in Canterbury, claiming it is the 
only one still with a 60mph limit. 

The village has two junctions onto the A257, 
and is on a bend in the road which reduces vis¬ 
ibility. Although there is a pavement through 
some of the village, Cllr Staley argues it is 
overgrown. At one point, the road has no pave¬ 
ment and a sheer bank on both sides. 

Cllr Staley claims the Joint Transportation 
Board could do more to make the road safer. 

He said: “I have presented petitions and spo¬ 
ken on numerous occasions to the Joint 
Transportation Board. This board, like the 


highways authority itself, is dominated by 
Conservative county councillors; the buck 
stops with them. 

“In private they admit there should be speed 
restrictions along the A257, which remains the 
one road approaching Canterbury that does 
not have a speed restriction. Yet the A257 
remains the most dangerous approach road to 
Canterbury.” 

Kent County Council declined to comment 
when we contacted them. 

The road’s effect on village life has prompted 
a continued campaign for better road safety 


provision, with Cllr Staley arguing that a 
more localised decision-making process could 
achieve more. 

Cllr Staley said: “People have a right to be 
deeply disillusioned with politics. 

“To bring back common sense and humanity, 
parish councils and communities should be 
empowered to spend some of the money they 
pay in taxes on designated tasks such as this. 

“Economy of scale often means economy of 
services. To restore a sense of purpose in 
national life maybe we should start by 
strengthening community values.”

Exotic fossils 
unearthed in 
marshland

PREHISTORIC parrots have 
been discovered in Seasalter after 
an archaeologist unearthed sever¬ 
al rare fossils of the exotic birds. 

The finds may hold the key to understand¬ 
ing the area’s prehistoric past. 

The 55 million-year-old fossils appear to be 
the remains of two parrot-like birds, accord¬ 
ing to the RSPB, which would have evolved 
when England had a tropical climate. 

They were found by Mark Harrison. Two 
skulls, a pelvis and several bones are thought 
to be from the Eosene period - before 
humans and most other animals had evolved. 

The petrified birds were found directly 
behind the Seasalter Levels Nature Reserve. 

Mr Harrison has been working in the area 
for 20 years and previously found sharks and 
reptile fossils around the levels. 

While most archaeologists dig trenches to 
delve deeper, Mr Harrison waits for the sea 
to wash away the land surface. When the tide 
goes out fossils appear in the mud. 


He said: “This is rare find - birds’ skeletons 
are so fragile, the chances of them being pre¬ 
served are almost inconceivable. 

“The shape of the skulls tends to suggest 
they were perching birds, which may have 
fallen out of the mangrove forest that grew in 
the area and into the mud.” 

Alan Johnson, RSPB North Kent Marshes 
reserves manager, said: “Mark’s discovery 
indicates Seasalter Levels has been a wildlife 
haven for millions of years. 

“These fossils show how wildlife has adapt¬ 
ed to climate changes in the past, but the sit¬ 
uation we now face is unprecedented as it is 
the result of human behaviour. 

“As conditions become increasingly hostile, 
reserves like Seasalter Levels have never 
been so important. Species struggling else¬ 
where may look to these protected habitats 
to survive. We can’t promise parrots but we 
could see a variety of wetland wildlife make 
a comeback due to our conservation work.” 

The nature reserve is run by the RSPB, 
Canterbury council, Swale council and 
Natural England, who bought the 100 
hectares of Seasalter Levels a year ago. 

The fossils will undergo a lengthy identifi¬ 
cation process to determine their origin.

Q 


Tell us a bit about yourself 


A Well when I first entered into serious full 
time work, I decided to become a teacher. 
Once I qualified to become one I worked in 
many local schools until I gave it up to 
become a medical secretary. I enjoyed this 
job as it meant I could work in several areas 
around Canterbury, Margate and Ashford. 
After this I became the volunteer co-ordina- 
tor at the hospice. 

Q When and why did you decide to become a volunteer 
co-ordinator at the hospice? 

A While I was still a medical secretary I 
covered a few shifts for a friend who 
worked at the hospice. When I had finished 
filling in for my friend, I unfortunately 
found out that I needed a shoulder replace¬ 
ment which meant I could not continue my 
work as a secretary. However, one of the 
staff at the hospice was leaving, meaning a 
new vacancy had just popped up so I decid¬ 
ed to go for it.

Do you enjoy your job? 


Q 


What is a typical day like at the hospice? 


A Very busy! I have to arrange the shifts for 
the volunteer workers and confirm who 
will be coming in for the day, which can get 
confusing. Some of the patients travel in for 
day care, so I have to match each patient to the 
suitable driver and make sure the mini buses 
arrive on time to take patients back and forth. 

Paperwork rotas need to be sorted and I will 
also interview any potential volunteers who 
come to us. My job can be demanding but it is 
worth it because of the people I work with and 
knowing that the job that I do helps others. 


Q 


Tell us about the volunteers and their jobs 


A The volunteers at the hospice usually 
work in reception, meeting visitors, serv¬ 
ing tea and coffee and collecting donations. 
Their job is give a warm welcome to patients 
and visitors and provide help where needed. 
There are other jobs available to volunteers. 
Anyone who does not want to work in the 
hospice can apply to be a cashier at the 
Pilgrims Hospice shop in the city centre. 


A Yes, although it wasn’t my first choice to 
become a co-ordinator at a hospice, I feel 
it has worked out well as I really do enjoy 
the job and I am always meeting and work¬ 
ing with interesting people. 


Q 


Have you had many volunteers sign up this year? 


A There has been quite an increase in vol¬ 
unteers helping out at the hospice, at the 
moment there are 170 situated at the 
Canterbury site. Most of our volunteers are 


retired and tend to stay working at the hos¬ 
pice longer than young people who come in. 

Q Do you think more young people should contribute to 
the hospice? 

A Although we get do get few students 
coming in to help out, they tend not to 
stay as permanent staff. For this reason we 
are targeting fundraising events towards 
the young age groups and hopefully gain 
more awareness along the way. 

Q How do you feel the hospice supports patients and 
their families? 

A The staff are sill welcoming and helpful to 
the patients. It can be difficult for families 
to visit loved ones here, but we try to accom¬ 
modate for their needs and assure them that 
the patients are the highest priority. I think 
when you are working with good people in 
an environment such as this it means good 
work will be done. Many of the volunteers 
and staff here also take part in fundraising 
outside their normal duties which always 
helps. 


Q 


Do you take part in fundraising? 


A Yes I’ve been in many fund-raising 
events. I recently took part in the mid¬ 
night walk, organised by the hospice where 
600 women walked 10k to raise money for 
the treatment of patients.

I’M NOT entirely sure I really 
grasped what the scientists in 
Switzerland were trying to achieve 
last week as they attempted to 
recreate the Big Bang. 

What’s more, I’m not sure I fully understand 
how smashing atoms together could result, 
some years down the line, in a cure for cancer 
and reveal how the universe was created. 

I fear my brain is simply too small to take in 
the required information, digest the stagger¬ 
ing scale and process all the hypotheses and 
assumptions that have to be made to fully 
grasp it all. 

However, what I do know for sure is that 
whoever put out the suggestion it was some¬ 
how going to spark the end of the world needs 
some atoms fired at speed at their head. 

I’m sure they were absolutely delighted with 
all the news coverage and column inches they 
gathered. But at what price? 

A teacher friend of mine said she was 
swamped by worried youngsters at a local sec¬ 


ondary school when she arrived - all fearing 
their school day, and indeed every day, was 
about to be extinguished for ever as a result of 
some bizarre experiment which would create a 
black hole and suck us all into oblivion. 

It seems daft, but it’s easy to forget that 
when these views are given such prominence 
on all the news channels the young and 
impressionable believe what they are being 
told and, quite naturally, get anxious. 

My daughter reported having children in 
tears in her class in the morning and a gener¬ 
al mood of doom and gloom. This was supposed 
to be a glorious moment when the greatest 
brains of our time unite to dazzle and poten¬ 
tially unearth some of the universe’s deepest, 
darkest secrets. Instead there was a real edge 
of fear to the proceedings. 

The joke, of course, will be if this massive - 
horrendously expensive - experiment not only 
delivers nothing of any great significance, but 
actually disproves the likes of Stephen 
Hawking and all their clever assertions of how 
life and the universe works. The size of hum¬ 
ble pie portions having to be eaten will make 


humble pie producers millionaires overnight. 

But the youngsters’ concerns reminded me 
of what it was like growing up in the Eighties, 
during the Cold War, when nuclear annihila¬ 
tion was a very real threat. 

I can still recall hearing the testing of the 
air-raid warning siren as I sat in class at 
school and everyone - teacher included - look¬ 
ing extremely uncomfortable. 

They were scary times. When they tested 
those sirens, it really could put the fear of God 
into you. Perhaps they did it for a laugh. 

The fact I can remember this deep feeling of 
dread and doom almost 25 years on suggests 
the scars of fearing for your life - however daft 
it may seem to adults - can last a lifetime. 

Mind you, if children’s biggest influence from 
last week’s events is an interest in science and 
a reminder not to believe everything daft peo¬ 
ple say or swallow the hype, an important les¬ 
son in life has been learned.

Straight from our cookbook, I have 
some simple tips to make traditional 
dishes healthier. For tasty chips, 
swap white potatoes for sweet 
potatoes, which are packed with 
beta-carotene. Research has shown 
foods containing beta-carotene 
probably protect against 
oesophageal cancer. 

Because food absorbs fat through 
the surface, you lower the amount of 
fat in your chips if you cut them 
thick. Foods high in fat are high in 
calories too, and that makes it easy 


to eat more than you need. If that 
happens, you gain weight. There is 
scientific evidence body fat is a 
cause of six types of cancer, 
including bowel cancer and post 
menopausal breast cancer. 

Vegetable Cumberland pie is a 
tasty alternative to meat pie. 
Research shows that eating a diet 
rich in plant foods including 
wholegrains, fruits and vegetables 
probably reduces cancer risk. Eating 
too much red meat increases risk of 
bowel cancer - WCRF advises not 
more than 500g each week.

Life is sweet 
in the nave 


Dramatic setting for new Festival play 


A HISTORIC event in the¬ 
atre will be taking place at 
Canterbury Cathedral’s 
Nave next week with the 
staging of a new play, Dallas 
Sweetman. 

The play will make its world pre¬ 
miere in the stunning setting, the 
result of a unique collaboration and a 
desire to revive a cherished old tradi¬ 
tion. Canterbury Cathedral and 
Canterbury Festival commissioned 
the piece with London-based theatre 
company Paines Plough, resulting in 
this new play by acclaimed Irish 
writer Sebastian Barry. 

Back in the late 1920s the Friends 
of the Cathedral started the 
Canterbury Festival to host an annu¬ 
al series of plays by leading play¬ 
wrights of the time. TS Eliot’s famous 
Murder in the Cathedral was pre¬ 
miered in the Chapter House in 1935 
and remains the benchmark for 
these productions. It is hoped that 
the new play for 2008 will breathe 
new life into that tradition, while 
making its own mark on 21st centu¬ 
ry theatre. 


The process began when the Dean 
& Chapter approached the organis¬ 
ers of Canterbury Festival with the 
idea to produce a new play in 2006. 
After a lot of research a partnership 
was formed with Paines Plough, a 
theatre company specialising in the 
commissioning and development of 
new writing. With the company on 
board, the hunt was on to find some¬ 
one who could write a very special 
play. Organisers were looking for a 
story that could have relevance to the 
cathedral setting but also captivate a 
contemporary audience. 

Relation 

Drawing on his own ancestry for 
inspiration, Sebastian Barry has cre¬ 
ated a tale about love and death, des¬ 
olation, jealousy and miraculous 
events. Dallas Sweetman is based on 
a distant relation of Barry’s and sees 
the titular character arriving at 
Canterbury Cathedral on a pilgrim¬ 
age in the early 1600s. In a time 
when Catholicism and Protestantism 
divided loyalties, Dallas pours out his 
tale to the audience - his judges’ - in 
the hope of justifying his actions. But 
can his story of pirates, kidnap and 


drama be believed and can he be for¬ 
given? 

Since writing the play, Barry has 
been short-listed for the prestigious 
Man Booker Prize for Fiction for his 
latest novel The Secret Scripture. 

A series of special talks will allow 
audience members to gain a fascinat¬ 
ing insight into how the production 
has been created. There will be a 
chance to hear Barry talk about his 
work, as well as the director, cast, 
music composer and designers. The 
talks are free for ticket holders and 
will mostly be held in The 
International Study Centre in the 
Cathedral Precincts. Full details are 
at www.canterburyfestival.co.uk.

I’m not sure what the producers of 
the BBC’s latest reality snooze-fest 
have been getting up to, but I’m guess¬ 
ing it must be a fair bit, as they clear¬ 
ly haven’t been paying much attention 
to the lazy format of The Restaurant. 

Teams of would-be restauranteurs 
sizzle and boil their way to an 
inevitable culinary disaster in the 
hope of impressing those in the know. 

The prize for staying the course and 
avoiding (yawn) elimination? 

The prospect of going into business 
with world-famous Raymond Blanc 
and earning a shed-load of dosh. 

Well, at least one of those has an 
upside. 

While a few will be asking “who will 
win the partnership with the top 
Michelin-starred chef?”, you get the 
feeling that 99.9 per cent of the 
viewing public will be asking, “who 
friggin’ cares?” 

The major problem with this whole 
sorry affair is that it’s more or less a 
re-hash of The Apprentice; only with 
food and less charming contestants.

SETH Rogen is slowly 
but surely conquering 
Hollywood - with a little 
help from his friends. 

The stand-up comedian turned 
movie star had his first lead role 
in last year’s Knocked Up, written 
and directed by his mentor, Judd 
Apatow.

Pineapple Express joint at the 
scene. 

Knowing the dangerous drug 
lord will work out who he is, Dale 
and Saul go on the run - and 
embark on an unlikely friendship. 

Emotional male bonding is a 
signature trait of Seth and Evan’s 
films and something they find 
hilarious. 

“Those are the relationships 
that just seem funny to us, just 
two guys working stuff out,” Seth 
says, laughing again. 

“Our group of friends back home 
was really callous, then I moved to 
LA and became friends with all 
these actors and all they want to 
talk about is how they feel and 
how hurt they are emotionally. 

“We were like, We can’t talk to 
these people like we talk to our 
normal friends, because we’ll hurt 
their feelings’,” he laughs. 

“I honestly think that was the 
basis for our films, hurting other 
guys’ feelings and having to apol¬ 
ogise to them, and our own trou¬ 
ble navigating that.”

HIGH AND MIGHTY: There's no shortage of spectacular scenery on offer in Norway

THREADING our way through 
dozens of islands off the west coast 
of Norway, it was difficult to believe 
we were on a ferry from England 
and not some luxurious 
Scandinavian cruise. 

On the DFDS route from Newcastle to 
Bergen, the voyage is very much a part of the 
holiday. Norway is known for its outstanding 
scenery - and high prices. But once visited, it 
draws you back again and again. 

With that in mind, and for our fourth visit in 
30 years, we booked a contrasting two-centre 
holiday, sampling first a wood cabin high in 
the mountains and then a city centre hotel in 
Bergen. 

Sailing on the Queen of Scandinavia, the 26- 
hour journey went almost too quickly thanks 
to a comfy cabin, a good choice of restaurants 
and bars, entertainment and films. 

We arrived at Bergen - Norway’s second 
largest city with a population of just 242,000 
and gateway to the fjords - feeling relaxed. 

On an excellent road, we plunged into tunnel 
after tunnel, hewn through rough rock, and as 
we climbed higher into the mountains, we 
passed raging rivers and dozens of waterfalls, 
with white and red-coloured cabins clustered 
around lakes large and small. 

After collecting our keys and bedding, we 
turned into a gated private road to reach at 
our cabin, high in the Kvamskogen mountains 
- an area popular with skiers in winter and 


walkers in summer. The cabin had every mod¬ 
em comfort, including satellite TV, DVD play¬ 
er and underfloor heating. The huge outside 
deck commanded dramatic views of the sur¬ 
rounding summits - some snow-capped even 
in August - and a large lake below. The peace 
and quiet, broken only by the occasional tin¬ 
kling of bells on wandering sheep, was intense. 

The nearest town, Norheimsund, had good 
supermarkets, and yes, we found almost 
everything much more expensive than in 
England. 

After a week in the mountains it was time 
for the bustle of city life in Bergen. Staying at 
the comfortable Thon Hotel Rosenkrantz, on 
the historic Bryggen waterfront, we were ide¬ 


ally placed to explore its charms. We took a 
harbour cmise and were able to walk to many 
of the city’s attractions, such as the aquarium 
and art galleries. 

A cable car to the peak of Mount Ulriken - 
at 642 metres the highest of the seven moun¬ 
tains surrounding the city - offers views out to 
sea and inland. But on the day we went up, 
mist and cloud obscured most of the horizon. 

We had better luck with the Floibanen, a 
funicular railway which takes you from the 
heart of the city to the top of the 320-metre 
Mount Floyen, where viewing platforms give 
expansive views. 

All too soon our holiday was over, but we still 
had the return journey to look forward to.

Nationwide is 
merging with 
smaller rivals 

NATIONWIDE Building Society, which 
has branches across the county, is to 
merge with the Derbyshire and 
Cheshire Building Societies. 

The UK’s largest building society will 
acquire its two rivals through separate 
transactions, in a move it says it has 
undertaken to ensure the viability of the 
mutual sector in the UK 

The decisions were described by 
Nationwide as “prudent and pre-emp¬ 
tive”, following the identification of 
“financial issues” faced by the smaller 
societies. 

Smaller societies have come under 
pressure in recent months to consolidate 
positions, as the liquidity crisis reduces 
the availability of wholesale finance. 

The move is in the “best interests” of 
the savers and borrowers of both small¬ 
er societies, said Graham Beale, 
Nationwide’s chief executive. 

“The core member businesses of both 
societies are in good shape and have a 
better future as part of a larger organi¬ 
sation,” he said. 

Landlords can tailor 
interiors to tenants 

THE Residential Landlords’ Association 
is advising buy-to-let investors to check 
the interiors of their properties in order 
to ensure they can get the best deal 
when it comes to tenants. 

RLA director Alan Ward says thought 
should be given to interiors to ensure the 
decor and fittings appeal to the kind of 
person the landlord is seeking to attract. 

Furnished apartments are usually 
best for students or young singles, while 
couples and those looking for long-term 
leases are more likely to wish to put 
their own stamp on homes. 

Young professionals sharing a house 
may be looking for two bathrooms. 

The local market should also be 
researched before deciding whether to 
let a property fully or partly furnished. 

A well presented property is easier to 
let and more likely to give a choice of ten¬ 
ants. It is important to research the cho¬ 
sen tenant group and review whether a 
property will meet expectations. 

Landlords need to be increasingly 
aware about marketing, according to 
RICS, because instructions for lettings 
are on the rise. 


MORTGAGE buyers have received 
a boost with lenders setting off a 
rate war to attract the best cus¬ 
tomers. 

Of the 12 leading lenders, nine have now cut 
their headline interest rates on two and three- 
year fixed-rate deals in the last two weeks 
alone, according to research from 
MoneySupermarket.com. 

Halifax - the UK’s largest mortgage lender - 
led the way with cuts of 0.95 per cent, bringing 
the cost of the cheapest two-year deal down to 
4.89 per cent.

However, the deal comes with a maximum 
loan-to-value (LTV) ratio of 25 per cent and a 
fee of 2.5 per cent. 

Lloyds TSB is also offering a rate below five 
per cent. Following cuts of 0.5 per cent over the 
last two weeks, the bank now has a deal at 
4.99 per cent, with a similar LTV and fee 
structure to Halifax. 

Cuts of 0.2 and 0.25 per cent respectively 
have seen Britannia and Abbey take rates on 
a two-year fixed-rate deal to 5.44 and 5.54 per 
cent. However, Abbey has a maximum LTV of 


70 per cent on the cheapest deals. 

“We are in the midst of a mortgage crisis, yet 
three-quarters of the nation’s biggest lenders 
have recently slashed rates on deals,” said 
Louise Cuming, head of mortgages at 
MoneySupermarket.com. 

“For such a significant proportion of mort¬ 
gage providers to drop their rates underlines 
an industry-wide recognition that rates were 
too high. 

“This is good for borrowers who can take 
heart in some positive news - a rarity during 
the credit crisis. 

“I am also pleased see lenders making a real 
effort to make borrowing more affordable.”

Buyers keen to Czech 
out new Skoda Superb 


SKODA aims to put ‘Superb’ back into 
its reputation. The Czech marque made 
its name and the original Superb models 
before World War Two, as pre-commu¬ 
nist Czechoslovakia’s equivalent of 
Rolls-Royce. 

Guests at Skoda dealers’ new Superb 
launch nights this week will find out 
whether such quality and style is back. 

The new car (from £15,490) will be 
ridiculously cheap like its immediate 
predecessor though, for an executive 
class model. 

As usual, Skoda’s spec levels will be 
embarrassingly generous too. 



Peugeot's new surfers' 
option on the Tepee 

PEUGEOT has followed up the success¬ 
ful Partner Combi family holdall. 

The Partner Tepee is based on the 
Peugeot 308 car rather than a van 
though. Costing from £11,215, it seats 
up to five, has sliding rear side 
doors and majors on storage, removable 
seating and versatility - there is even an 
optional internal roof rack designed to 
take surfboards. 

An alternative Zenith multi-purpose 
roof option adds 80 litres of extra storage 
beneath the high roof plus four large 
glazed panels for extra cabin airiness. 



Proton launch dual fuel 
saver challenge on Ford 

PROTON has launched a ‘same price’ 
dual fuel’ 1.6-litre GEN-2 Ford Focus 
challenger. The ‘ecoLogic’ GEN-2 beats 
the credit crunch and high road tax and 
fuel costs by automatically switching 
from its petrol tank to run largely on cut- 
price LPG (liquefied petroleum gas). 

LPG currently costs 58p/litre, but an 
aftermarket conversion costs £1,500- 
£2,000; the factory-fitted installation on 
the ecoLogic GEN-2 is available for 
£10,995 in hatchback or £10,795 in 
saloon form.

Commute for free with 
BMW's green machine 


SOME car makers trumpet 
hybrids, others spout the contro¬ 
versial eco-merits of bio-power. 

There is also hydrogen, but that is a way off 
yet. 

Then there’s ‘a nip here, a tuck there’, an 
approach that has landed many awards for 
the BMW 118d and the German marque’s 
‘EfficientDynamics’ technology fitted to most 
of its cars. 

The BMW package uses energy otherwise 
lost in braking to recharge the battery, mostly 
sidelining the engine-sapping alternator. 

Emissions and demands on power and fuel 
are also reduced by electric power steering and 
‘Start-Stop’; the engine stops when the car sits 
in neutral and restarts when the clutch is 
depressed. 

Furthermore, a gearshift change indicator 
encourages economical motoring. 

All of which enables the three/five-door 118d to 
record 62.8mpg on the combined cycle with C02 
emissions of just 119g/km, putting it into road 
tax band-B (£35/year) and London Congestion 
Charge exempt under proposed revisions.

could actually take out a three-year PCP 
(Personal Contract Purchase plan) on a 118d 
and run it for free from congestion charge and 
fuel savings. 

We borrowed one from Broad Oak BMW of 
Ashford and Canterbury, which confirms a 
hefty take-up for the greener 1-Series. An all- 
white paint job made it hard to dish the dirt on 
our eco-paragon, three-door hatch sample, 
other than to remind myself that I still don’t 
like the styling. However, the car feels well 
constructed and, of course, handles beautifully 
in the ‘BeeEm’ tradition thanks to its front 
engine/rear drive balance. 

Liberated by EfficientDynamics, the 2.0-litre 
engine - the nomenclature suggests 1.8, but it 
is actually l,995cc - has punch if you want to 
drive it hard. That electric steering is also pre¬ 
cise with good feedback, unlike some. 

On the other hand, the engine and smooth 
six-speed ‘box allow quiet and frugal cruising. 

The rear is not the most spacious and access 
could be better, even in the five-door. Run-flat 
tyres also dictate an unforgiving ride, though 
losing the spare saves weight and returns 
space lost to the car’s rear transmission.

SUPERMINIS were not something that Japanese carmakers used to 'do' with much style or verve. They were reliable, of course, 
but easily outclassed for image and style by European margues.

He was standing on two crawling boards 
Profile Construction and Interiors had pro¬ 
vided. 

However, the boards were an insufficient 
platform to work on, and no coverings or 
guard-rails had been provided.

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ADD to the pressures 
of modern office life

IT’S spreading from the blackboard jun¬ 
gle to the e-mail jungle - Attention 
Deficit Disorder (ADD) has migrated 
from the classroom to the office. 

Office workers may not have heard of it but, accord¬ 
ing to Officebroker.com, which claims to work with 98 
per cent of the UK’s serviced office space providers and 
landlords, it’s “one of the most alarming threats to pro¬ 
ductivity modem businesses face”. 

And it warns Kent firms it could well be here to stay, 
so has joined forces with leading stress consultant Ros 
Coleman to investigate if office ADD is unavoidable or 
if it can be sorted out by taking correct measures. 

Office ADD was coined last year by American psychi¬ 
atrist Dr Ned Hallowell, who noticed office workers 
with ADD symptoms - it’s a neuro-behavioural condi¬ 
tion, well known to teachers, which usually develops in 
childhood and is prevalent in one to three per cent of 
the world’s population. 

Symptoms include a poor eye for detail, forgetful¬ 
ness, short attention span, listening problems, an 
inability to follow simple instmctions, poor organisa¬ 
tional skills, avoidance of tasks involving mental effort 
and the loss of important information. 

Breaking point 

Officebroker.com managing director Jim Venables 
said: “Everyone has a breaking point when put under 
a lot of stress. When this point is crossed we break 
down and our attention diminishes. 

“The good news is that there are measures business¬ 
es can take to help employees regain control of their 
lives and manage their workloads.” 

Ms Coleman, a member and former vice-chairwoman 
of the International Stress Management Association 
(UK), said: “Office ADD appearing more prevalent 
today could be because of the incredible advances in 
technology we have had to adapt to. 

“On the up side, it is fantastic that we now have 
access to virtually any information immediately. On 
the down side, employers expect information immedi¬ 
ately, often to unrealistic deadlines. 

“As the pressure increases, the effect it is having on 
individuals is taking its toll. In the UK, one in six peo¬ 
ple report their jobs to be either very or extremely 
stressful and work-related stress accounts for one- 
third of all new incidents of ill-health. 



“This includes mild to severe mental 
and physical health problems, emotional 
exhaustion and burnout. 

“This cause-and-effect situation is what 
psychiatrists in the United States are now 
labelling Office ADD. Governments and 
employers should be taking it very seri¬ 
ously.” 

She advises office staff to: prioritise 
daily workloads; set aside time to go 
through e-mails each day; respond to new 
e-mails immediately; if your body is telling 
to stop don’t ignore it; take regular breaks, 


leave your desk and drink plenty of fluids, 
and most important of all, communicate 
with your boss and with your colleagues. 

Mr Venables added: “Communication is 
the key to overcoming this problem. It is 
important for organisations to look for 
symptoms of Office ADD among their 
employees. 

“At least if you know the problem you 
can offer to help. We are all human and 
there should be no shame for individuals 
to admit they are struggling. A chain is 
only as strong as its weakest link.”

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Flower blooms as Spitfires fall by the wayside

GRANT Flower once again proved the 
scourge of Kent as the Zimbabwean hit an 
unbeaten 68 to deny the Spitfires promotion 
in Division Two of the Pro40, writes Glenn 
Pearson. 

After helping Essex to a five-wicket win 
against Kent in the Friends Provident 
Trophy at Lord’s last month, Flower once 
again proved the difference to help his side 
win the crucial Pro40 promotion decider by 
four wickets. 

The defeat ensured Essex finished the sea¬ 
son as champions of Division Two while the 
Spitfires missed out on promotion, finishing 
fourth, and caps off a frustrating one-day 
season in which they lost in both the final of 
the FPT and Twenty20. 

The Spitfires scored a competitive 246-5 
thanks to a superb one-day innings from

Overseas all-rounder Yasir Arafat struck 
with the first ball of the Essex innings, 
bowling Eagles’ captain Mark Pettini with 
a beauty that shaped away and pegged back 
his off stump. 

From there on there was little for Spitfires’ 
fans to cheer as Jason Gallian (51) and Ravi 
Bopapa (59) shared a stand of 113 to put 


their side back in charge. However, Darren 
Stevens, not for the first time this season, 
broke the partnership by taking both wickets. 

It brought Flower to the crease and the 
Zimbabwean veteran played the perfect 
innings to see his side over the line. Kent’s 
bowlers, who were below par, found him diffi¬ 
cult to bowl to and he eventually steered his 
side over the line with an over to spare. 

Key said after the game: “It’s a shame 
because I felt that was a decent score, but we 
probably weren’t at our best. 

“It’s been the bridesmaid season but I don’t 
think we should accept that. We have been in 
effectively three finals. 

“It’s things like that [losing in finals] that 
you need to get off your back. You need to start 
winning stuff so next time you come around 
to it you’re not thinking about it.”

SHANE Byrne not only lost the 
opportunity to claim the British 
Superbike Championship at Croft 
but the Sheppey rider ended up 
losing two front teeth in a freak 
accident in practice. 

Byrne went into the weekend’s two races 
knowing as long as he didn’t concede nine 
points to second-placed Tom Sykes, the cham¬ 
pionship would be his. 

However, the weekend didn’t get off to the 
best of starts for the championship leader as 
he appeared to hit a bump in practice which 
saw him go straight over the handle bars and 
land head first. The 32-year-old lost his front 
two teeth and tore a muscle in his shoulder. 

Byrne still took to the field for the first race 
although he had a frustrating afternoon, fin¬ 
ishing fifth. Sykes finished in third spot ahead 
of Byrne, while fellow Airwaves Ducati rider 
Leon Camier from Ashford won the first race. 

The start of race two saw Byrne work his 
way up from 10th place at the end of the first 
lap to take fifth position by lap 13. 

He recorded some of the fastest race laps of 
the day to move ahead of Camier with two laps 
to go. However, he was not able to catch the 
podium contenders and crossed the line in 
fourth place, with Sykes again ahead of him in 
second spot. 

Byrne still leads the championship by 92 
points after ten rounds and has a further two 
rounds and four races to clinch the title. 

After the race a disappointed Shakey said: 
“It’s been a bad day at the office for me. I am 
gutted that I did not get on the podium in 
either race and I am disappointed not to have 
wrapped up the championship here at Croft. 

“In race one I worked hard to get myself 
up to third, however I was pushed very wide 


on the final comer and driven back to fifth. 

“It was gutting but it got me really fired 
up for race two, however that didn’t go to 
plan either and although I was lapping fast 
I couldn’t catch the front guys and had to 
settle for fourth. It has been a frustrating
